“The court finds that two unjus- 
tifable homicides have been com- 
mitted, one each by two of the per- 
sonnel of the United States naval 
perviee Which hase served in. Haiti 
since July 28, 1915, and that sixteen 
other serious acts of violence have 
eo perpetrated against citizens of 
Maid during the same per by 
individuals of such pereonnel. 

“The court finds further that these 
offenses were isolated acts of indi- 
viduals and that In every case the 
responsible party was duly brought 
to trial before a genera’ court mar- 
tial, convicted and sentenced. 

“The court has found no evi- 
dence of the commission of anv 
other unjustifiable homicides or 
other serious unjustifiable acts of 
oppression or violence against any 
of the citzens of Haiti or unjusti- 
fable damage or destruction of their 
property caused by any person in 
question. 

HITS BARNETT STATEMENT. 

“In view of the fact that the only 
unjustifiable acts found by the court 


to have been committed are those 
wherein disciplinary action has al- 
ready been taken and where no fur- 
ther proceedings could be had in the 
matter, the court has not deemed 
it necessary to report further upon 
the question of the responsibility. 

“It is the conclusion of the court 
that there have been no proper 
grounds for the statement that the 
indiscriminate killing of natives has 
been going on for some time as a!- 
leged in the letter from Brig-Gen.

FEW OFFENSES. 


“Referring to the general conduct 
of the personne! of the nayal service 
in Haiti aince July 26, 1916, the 
court doés not consider that the 
small number of isolated crimes or 
offenses that have been committed 
by a few individuals of the service 
dur'nge the period in question are 
entitled to any considerable weight 
in forming a conclusion as to the 
general conduct of such personnel. 
Tt was inevitable that some offenses 
would be committed. However. 
considering the conditions of service 
In Haiti, it ie remarkable that the 
offenses were so few in number and 
that they all may be chargeable to 
the ordinary defects of human char- 
acter, such defects as resulted in the 
commission of similar offenses in the 
United States and elsewhere. The 
general conduct of our troops of 
occupation can be fairly judged by 
the results of that occupation. 

“For the first time in more than 
100 vears tranquillity and security of 
life and property may be sald to 
prevail in Haiti The Haitian peo- 
ple themselves welcomed the com- 
ing of our men and are unwilling to 
have them depart. The establish- 
ment and maintenance of tranquil! 
conditions and the security of life 
and property all over the republic 
of Haiti has been an arduous, dan- 
gerous and thankless task. That 
task our marines have performed 
with fidelity and great gallantry. 

OFFICERS PRAISED. 

“The court cannot refrain from 
recording its opinion of the  re- 
flections. which have been made up- 
on officers. who have served in 
Haiti, The outstanding character- 
istic of these officers from the bri- 
gade commander down has been 
their @ympathetic attitude toward 
every step that would lead to a 
betterment of ths country and to 
improvement fn physical, mental! 
and moral conditions of the popula- 
tion. 

“With slender resources and inade- 
quate administrative authority they 
have accomplished much. where 
anything more than suppression of 
organized insurrection seemed im- 
possible. 

“The above remarks apply with 
particular force to those officers and 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps. 
who have been serving as officers of 


the gendarmerie of Haiti.”

ESIGNATION OF FRENCH 


CABINET FORCED.. 


Premier Leygues Lacks Prestige, Fails 
to Inspire Confidence; Foreign 


Criticised.

PARIS, Dec. 18—When Millerand was elected to the Presi-' 
Gency of the republic in September it was pointed out that he 
would experience the greatest difficulty in carrying out his inten- 
tion of directing the French government over the head of the 
Not only the republican constitution of 1875,

which is in force today, but also all parliamentary traditions and 
public habits, were bound to tell strongly against him. 


Signs are now becoming evident 
that ghe French Cabinet, presided 
over by M. Georges Leygues, is 
about te be compelied to resign. For 
instande, the Secretary for War, M. 
Lefevre, is out of sympathy with 
his leader and his colleagues and has 
Getermined to leave the Cabinet 
Very soon. 

The time has come to inquire 
Whether Millerand succeeded or 
failed in his undertaking and to ex- 
amine the prospects for the future. 

HAS KEPT CONTROL 

Tt can be stated at once that hith- 
erto the President has consistently 
kept personal control over all public 
affairs. and that in every department 
of the government hie instructions 
have been followed whenever they 
have been expressed. For example, 
Philippe Berthelot, the very active 
end powerful genera) of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, sends 
alli important papers for approval! 
not only to his tmmediate chief, 
M. Leygues, but also to the head 
of the state, President Miller- 
and, and always complies with what- 
instructions he may receive 
the latter. Again, Finance 
Minister Marsal has been closeted 
for days with President Millerand 
investigating him al! important 
financial matters. 

VIRTUALLY NO CRITICISM. 
Jt t astonishing te note that 
hardly one word of criticiem hase 
been uttered even in the most radi- 
cal press egainst this revolutionary 
change in governmental machinery. 
Tt does not even seem to have been 
sufficiently realized. 

Thus, without the least sign of re- 
luctance, France has tried out what 
may be calied a constitutional re- 
form after the American pattern. 

Thie much havi been conceded 
it must be observ that so far the 
results of the new aystem are disap- 
pointing. 

In the first place Millerand was 
obliged to call to power a second 
rate perliamentarian because none 
of the front bench leaders would 
agree to accept office under such ctr- 
cumstances. Although an experi- 
enced debater, Leygues lacks per- 
sonal authority an prestige. He 
fafie to inepire that absolute confi- 
Zence which is essential when the 
idoption of unpopular measures is 


be p upon an unwilling 
parilament. 
REASONS GIVEN 
Tt had been thet the great: 


personal power Millerand would 


“make up for the many weaknesses 


of his Premier. That expectation has 
been totally disappointed. Why? 
Here are some of the reasons: 
French Parliamentarians, uniike 
American Concressmen, and perhaps 
thefr own predecessors of sixty years 
azo. have lost that sense of an execu- 
tive power which does not come in- 
to daily contract with them. The 
policy of the French government be- 
ing tmvolved day day in Cham- 
ber and Senate under the pressure 
of actual debate, it follows that 
ee found it impracticable to 
attend all internationa! conferences. 
When talking to Lioyd George re- 
cently. Leygues had to make deci- 
sione beyond Millerand’s power to 
correct and amend. Whatever be the 
limitations set upon him, the man 
whe negotiates on equal terms with 
British and Italian Ministers ts at 
Hberty to Impress on them in his 
own manner the foreign policy of his 
Own country. 
LOYALTY AFFECTED. 
Finally the overpowering super- 
vision exercised by the President of 
the republic and the admitted fact 
that the Premier was only his in- 
strument, has resulted in perman- 
entiy injuring the feelings of loyalty 
of the ordinary Cabinet Ministers to- 
wards their Premier, who now is in 
difficulties with several of his col- 
leagues. If addition personal fric- 
tion and jealousy between the Presi- 
Gent and his nominee to the Pre- 
miership have not been altogether 


ing. 

When the foregoing conditions are 
Borne in mind the fact that since 
Millerand’s election to the Presi- 
French foreign policy has 

mn conducted very timidly and in- 
efficiently, will occasion no y any 
great surprise. A Premier who

PURLIC WAKING UP. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that any redeeming activity an the 
part. of Millerand has been heavily 
handicapped because, contrary to his 
original resolve, no definite sdélution 
has been sought with regard to an 
problem of foreign relations whic 

come under consideration 
whether it concerned Russia, 
League of Nations or reparations. 

The line of lesser resistance has 
been unfformly followed and the 
Renera) public is only just beginning 
to realize the situation. Before 
very long Millerand will be obliged 
to select a new Premier. Should he 
fail thie time te appoint the right 
man the current of political favor 
easily may turn against him. This 
latter could be all the more easily 
accomplished because no strongly 
organized party exists in France to 
support Millerand. In this event 
it is evident that he will be obliged 
te revert to the traditional practices 
of government in France.

Final Day Marked by Clash 
of English Envoys.

GENEVA, Dec. 18. — The first 
meeting of the League of Nations 
Assembly closed this evening in a 
burst of eloquence in a rather agi- 
tated debate. 

In farewell speeches Paul Hy- 
mana, president of the Assembly, 
and Dr. Guiseppe Motta, Président 
of Switzerland, declared the first 
Assembly had preved the League 
was a living organization and 4 suc- 
cess.

J. Doherty for Canada, provoked 
an aggressive and significant decia- 
ration by A. J. Balfour to the effect 
that if the Assembly adopted any 
recommendations concerning man- 
dates, he and his successor on the 
League Council would pay me at- 
tention to them. 

Lerd Robert Cecil and Mr. Do- 
herty criticieed the Counct! for hold- 
ing back information about man- 
dates and supported the recom- 
mendations of the mandates com- 
mittee, the mot important of which 
were that the Assembly express the 
epinion that the resources of the 
territories under mandate should not 
be exploited by the mandatories for 
their own profit or for the profit of 
the Allies and that the recruiting of 
troops should not be allowed in such 
territories. 

BALFOUR STATEMENT. 

The recommendations were adopt- 
ed unanimously, Mr. Balfour con- 
tenting himself by saying thee would 


have no effect, voting 
egainst them.

STOCKHOLDER SUING 
GOODYEAR COMPANY 


TO EMBARRASS CONCERN, 
SAYS SEIBERLING. 


(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH) 
COLUMBUS (0.) Dee. 18.—A suit 
asking for the appointment of a re- 
celver and an accounting was filed 
against the Goodyear Tire and Rub- 
ber Company of Akron today in the 
Columbus courts by Frank 8. Mon- 
nett, an attorney. In hie suit he 
charges the directors of the com- 
pany with malfeasance in office and 
alleges that various business deals 
launched by them have been con- 
ducted at a losa to the stockholdera. 
F. A. Setberling, president of the 
company. in a statement declared 
the company is solvent and he be- 
gan preparations to obtain e hearing 
on a motion for diemiasal of the sult. 
Mr. Monnett, he said, owns but 
forty-five shares of the preferred 
stock of the company. 

“It seems that the instigators of 
this action had a deliberate purpose 
in view to embarrass the company 
in tte efforts to protect the stock. 
holders. What they will gain can 
only be left te conjecture,” said Mr. 
Seiberling. 

“The company ts absolutely solv- 
ent, having not only sufficient ansets 
to pay every dollar of its indebted- 
ness, but enough to cover ite out- 
standing preferred stock, leaving 
many millions of dollars for the 
common stockholders.” 

In his petition Mr. Monnett states 
that a 2.6 per cent dividend was de- 
clared when there was no surplus 
with which to pay it and that the 
funds were dertved through borrow- 
ing on @ stock sale which totaled 
$27,900,000, less than 85 per cent of 
which was received by the company.

| TO HELP LANDING PLANES. 

Of all the inventions conceived 
during the lest decade, in the hope 
of decreasing the landing speed of 
Airplanes, none has promised more 
tii preliminary tests than a device 
Iracently evolved by the United 
States. Bureau of Standards. says 
Popular Mechanics magazine. It is 


nothing more than a simple, vari- 
able chamber rib. which is used, in- 
stead of the ordinary rib, in the 
construction of one plane of a bi- 
plane, or of the top and bottom 
planes of a triplane. One pecu- 
arity of construction is that the 
noee of this flexible rig is fixed to 
the front sper, while the tailpiece 
in vigid and siides on the rear 
spar.

STRUGGLE 
BETWEEN RACES. 


Economist Says It Will be 
White vs. Yellow. 


“Fate of World to be Settled 
in Pacific Ocean.” 


Urges Western Civilization to 
_ Prepare for It. 


Prof. Edgar Dawson of the de- 
partment of political science at 
Hunter College, New York City, said 
yesterday at the noon luncheon of 
the City Olub that the time is com- 
ing when the fate of the world will 
he settled in the Pacific Ocean in a 
contest for supremacy between the 
English-speaking peoples and the 
Mongolians. 

“Western civilization must meet 

ite test when that day comes,” said 
Dr. Dawson, “and we should pre- 
pare for it by making our form of 
government more directly repre- 
semtative of the people, by improv- 
ing our governmental machinery.” 
The speaker cited the Congres- 
sional elections two years ago, which 
returned a Republican Congress. “If 
President Wilson had then secured 
the resignations of the members of 
his Cabinet and replaced them with 
the leading representatives of mem- 
bers of the victorious party we 
should have had in effect parliamen- 
tary government and one refiecting 
the will of the majority of the peo- 
ple of the country,” the speaker 
sald. “And the government would 
not be at the etandst!il it has been 
since the Congress came in.” 
Dr. Dawson declared that repre- 
sentative governments are gradua!l- 
ly drifting toward the form of gov- 
ernment where the Executive and his 
chief advisers represent the ma- 
jority party. and he sald that he be- 
lieved that as a starting point Ameri- 
ean Cabinet officers should be giv- 
en seats In the House of Representa- 
tives, as miniaterse have seats in the 
House of ‘Commons fn England, to 
constantly propose and to defend 
administration policies. The spéeak- 
er declared that the present method 
ef cheosing Presidents of the Unit- 
ed States does not result in noml- 
nation or election of the real leaders 
of either party.

SHEEP RAISING 
HIT BY SHODDY. 


Rag-Pickers Supply Much of 
“Virgin Wool” Used. 
National Bureau Official on 
Trip for “Truth” Bill. 
Wants Cloth Labeled to Keep 
Public from Losing. 


“Because of the lack of an em- 
| barszo on foreign wools and the ab- 
sence in this cougtry of a iaw com- 
pelling the prope? labeling of woolen 
goods, distinguishing vircin wool 
from shoddy. the rag Dicker with «a 
$10,000 capital has rals more wool 
for the so-called all-wdvlen goods 
than the farmer with 200 sheep.”’ de- 
clared Frank B. Van Saun. treasurer 
of the National Sheep and Weol Du- 
reau of America, who is visiting in 
this city in the\course of his nation- 
wide campaign in the interests of the 
French-Capoppr truth-in-fabric bill, 
“That is why sheep raising is on 
the down «rade. he continued, “and 
why rags went up in price from 1914 
to 19819 by more than 1000 per cent.” 

Until the French-Capper bil! be- 
comes a law people wil! continue to 
pay hich prices for so-¢alled all- 
4 woolen goods which are in reality a 
composition of shoddy or reworked 
rags with a little virgin wool, and 
this country will be in danger of 
beine flooded with millioas of yards 
of shoddy coods from Europe, in the 
opinion of Mr. Van Saun. 

“An embargo on foreign wools for 
one year is proposed to protect me 
pwoo! grower.t he stated. “To my 
mind this és like closing the back 
door against the intruder and leaving 
the front door open for Europe to 
food this country with millions of 
yards of shoddy coods. With the 
selling terme ‘all wool and ‘im- 
ported.” combined with the purchas- 
ing power of the Agperican dollar due 
the low exchange rate.,the import- 
ers will make this countrw the dump- 
ing cround and the American people 
will go around in the 
uniforms of the soldiers of the World 
War. 

MUST HAVE PROTECTION. 

“Besides the embargo att and the 
tariff revision that must take place 
there should be a truth-in-fabsgc 
law that will protect the woo! grow- 
ers of America from the shoddy 
manipulators of Europe and the rag 
pickers of America who are the 
chief competitors of the farmers in 
the weool-growing States of this 
country. 

“The main“feature of the truth. 
in-fabric bil] is th, compe! textile 
manefacturers to label their cloths 
with the contents of virgin woo! 
(woo! from the sheep's back) and 
of substitutes, this labeling to carr) 
on through the manufacturing 
processes to the finished § article 
whether it be in piece goods sold 
over the counter or in a suit of 
clothes. so that the public Way be 
assured that it is getting what it 
pays for. 

“The only test known that will 
reveal the presencé of shoddy in 
cloth ts the -wear test. By a car- 
bonizing process all foreign sub- 
stances can be removed from old 
rags and worn-out clothing and 
nothing but the short woo! fiber re- 
mains. This has lost all of its life. 
strength and resiliency, but because 
it will boil out it is commercially 
‘all wool,’ and the public, buying 
it under that term. assumes it és 
Virgin wool and pays on that false 
assumption. 

“Waste material, reclafmed.” said 
Mr. Van Saun/“‘'benefits the people 
economically only ff it is identified 
when it appears on the market.” 
Mr. Van Saun offered the fol- 
lowing statistical facts in corrobora- 
tion of his above statements. 
“At the signing of the &’rmi 
he declared, “theré were 1,000.0 "000 
pounds of virgin wool in the world's 
storehouses The 1920 el has 
brought the pile up to 4,000, 000,000. 
We know from the amovunt of 
virgin woo! used in this country in 
1919, that of the; 620,600,000 yards 
of so-called all-woo! cloth manu- 
factured here, 380,000,000 yards were 
‘meade from saubsitutes fer virgin 
wool. 

“To have produced 620,000,000 
jyards of virgin woo! cloth in 1919 
would have reqyired $1.700,000,000 
pounds of virgin The anmpunt 
used was but 627,000,000 pounds. 
“Government statistics show that 
we require twelve pounds of virgin 
woo! per capita and that we grow 
but three pounds. Growing but one- 
fourth of—what we should, and hav- 
ing 4,000,000,000 pounds in storage 
prove that the substitute article 
has put the wool growers of this 
country.in such financial shape that 
the Federal Reserve Bank had to 
come to their rescue, not only to 
provide them with money .to feed 
their stock, but also to save them 
from bankruptey.

Taking @ mandate for 
Mesopotamia we shall raise condi- 
tions of ite people. The oil industry 
will be developed by Mesopotamia 
for the benefit of Mesopotamia. 

“Tt must also be remembered that 
Turkey granted concessions before 
the war to British subjects in Meso- 
potamia and to American citizens in 
Palestine. It is unlikely that these 
concessions will be renounced or 
torn up. 

“In order rapidly to develop Meso- 
potamia it is necessary to interest 
her people in the new industry. 
ol] fields are scattered. They have 
to be connected up by pipe lines to 
some central post for the process of 
refining. This base again has to be 
connected to the coast. Like veins 
in a leaf, all the smaller lines cen- 
ter to the main artery. When the 


prosperity depends on 
these lines they themselves become 
vitally keen on protecting them. 

“Take Persia. The people in Per- 
sia hold themselves personally re- 
sponsible for the safeguarding of the 
pipe lines of the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company. In this great expanse of 
country there is no need for the 
presence of troops to protect the 
pipe lines. 

“In Mesopotamia, when these lines 
are developed, the Arabs themselves 
will take jolly good care to look 
after them. The organization of the 
industry in Mesopotamia will mear a 
source of revenue to its government 
through the royalties paid for oil 
concessions. This will go to make a 
stable government and a happy peo- 


pie.”

Fruit Growers Adopt Course 
for Foreign Workers. 


Americanization Move Aided 
as Immigrants Labor. 


Novel Plan Gives Knowledge 
of Orchard Methods, 


Aiming to instruct the thousands 
of foreigners, now working in the 
citrus fruit belt of the State, in sim- 
ple English as an essential to their 
economic efficiency, the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, through 
its industrial relation department, 
has completed a course of “Every 
Day English for Citrus Workers.” 

Miss Ruby Baughman, supervisor 
of immigrant education for the city 
of Los Angeles, is the author of the 
course, which will serve to introduce 
the foreigners to the American lan- 
guage through phraseology perti- 
nent to the citrus industry. 

George B. Hodgkin, manager of the 
industrial relations department of 
the exchange, stated yesterday that

“BUSINESS AS USUAL” 
IN WAR-TORN LOUVAIN. 


Louvain, Belgium, so much In the 
thoughts of the world in the latter 
part of 1914, when it endured many 
trials from invasion, has held a place 
of varying importance through a 
long period of history. 

Six centuries ago, when the city 
was the capital gf the Duchy of Bra- 
bant, gn@ the residence of the prin- 


| cons, most of its inhabitants were en- 


gaged in the cloth trade. This in- 
dustry was so extensive that there 
were no fewer than two thousand 
manufacturers participating in it 
The weavers became prominent and 
took pdrt in with the 
nobles of the community for con- 
trol of the government. When final- 
ly the nobiles gained the ascend- 
ancy. the cloth manufacturers took 
up their industry and transplanted 
it in Holland and Engtand, so that 
the victory of the nobles was de- 
cidediy of the Phyrric kind, for 
Touvain diminished in importance 
from that period. 

Reminiscent of these days of the 
fourteenth century are the waliis of 
the city. These inclose a consider- 
able body of land which is now used 
as arable ground. The ramparts 
surrounding the walle themselves 
have been converted into a prom- 
enade for the people of the city. 

Louvain'se university and the noted 
library, one of the most valuable In 
Belgium, were perhaps the principal 
institutions by which the city was 
known tn recert mes. The wunil- 
versity, founded in 1426, was at one 
time regarded as the most famous ir 
Europe, and its enroliment exceeded 
6000 in 1606. Im the latter part of 
the century that saw the birth of 
the Reformation, the university was 
one of the most powerful supporte 
of the Counter Reformation. Two 
eenturies later, during the wars of 
the French Revolution, it was sup- 
pressed.

TRANSMIT POWER BY WATER. 

One of the unique inventions of 
the war which since have been util- 
ized by Industry is the wave genera- 
tor. This invention, In us simplest 
form, ia a tube filled with water, 
through which power waves are 
transmitted by a piston. Attached 
to mechanical devices, it operates 
rock drills, hammers, etc. 

In grasping the principle of the 
wave generator one should “recall 
the innecent pastime of transmittings 
energy through three coins which 
are, laid.in a row upon the table. 
By striking the first coin, the oin 
on the far end of the row ‘s Wle- 
tached from its postion, although 
the middie coin is not moved. So 
In the wave generator the — 
strikes the column of water, . 
energy passes through the water and 
is transmitted to the mechanical ap- 
pliance at the other end of the tube, 
This force wave travels at the same 
rate that sound travels through 
ter, 4800 feet a second—and there 
is no limit to the amount of power 
which can be transmitted in this 
fashion. Rigid pipes are used for 
the main tube of the wave generator 
and power can be transmitted oter 
. Jong distance, while the main pipe 
can be tapped at intervals by smali- 
er pipes, according to the amou:it 
of power required at various places

WAYS OF FLYERS. 


Curtous Theories and Machines Have 
Shown Trend of Thought. 


John Wilkins, Lord Bishop. of 
Chichester, who lived in the seven- 
teenth century, wrote a book called 
“The Discovery of the New World,” 
in which he advacned several opin- 
ions upon the art of flying. In one 
chapter he enumerates four differ- 
ent ways by which fiying in the air 
has been or may be attempted: first. 
by angels; secondly. by the help of 
fowls; thirdly, by wings fastened to 
the body: aud fourthiy, by a fiving 
chariot, which, he observes, is to be 
preferred. The theory of his fiving 
chariot was to create the motive 
power by a strong spring which 
would cause it to progress, worked 
by the labor of its occupant and a 
pair of wings to keep it buoyant. 

Cavillo, who wrote about 1785, 
made frequent allusions to the tirra- 
tional attempts and false theories 
advanced by the projectors of flying 
instruments. One writer suggested 
that a great number of eggshelis 
shall be filled with dew, for as the 
sun rarifies the dew it will ascend 
and carry with it the eggshells, to- 
gether with some other weight at- 
tached. 

Other theorists of the day be- 
lieved that the limit of the earth's 
atmosphere was defined and that 
beyond ranged an atmosphere of 
fre and it was suggested that if a 
vessel was filed with this ethereal 
fre or fire air, it might be made te 
float at the extreme limit of the 
earth's atmosphere just as a vessel 
filled with air swims upon the sur- 
face of the water. 

To tnciose emoke in a bag so that 
it would lift the bag with its own as- 
rending power was the idea of the 
papermakers, the brothers Montgo!l- 
fier, and they got so far in their tin- 
vention as to cause the bag which 
they invented to rise to the ceiling, 
and. improving upon this, they in- 
vented a machine that was a balloon 
end was the forerunner of the in- 
fammabie air balloon.

White Motor Company, Cleveland, 
which manufactures trucks, ts said 
to have under consideration plans 
for production of an unusually large 
number of trucks in advance of 
spring trade. Thus far the com- 
pany has been unable in any spring 
to meet the demand for finished 
trucks and at thie time «it has 
been hoped to have an adequate 
supply. While financial conditions 
are not favorable to expansion in 
that direction, steps may be taken 
to ald such productien. 

W. C. Gathbe, Studebaker distrib- 
utor at Portland, Or.. who is in De- 
troit for a short stay, states that 
trade in his line on the Coast is 
picking up and that the effecte of 
the general let-down have not been 
felt to any extent In that part of 
the country.

When sromen won the right to 
vote the good roads forces of the 
country received “en tiloc” its big- 
gest army of supporters in history. 
Since equal suffrage has been in ef- 
fect the better highways cause has 
been enriched by $356,000,000-—— 
this amount being voted for road 
improvement by the electors of eight 
States at the recent elections. 

A GREAT THING. 

The travel and transport bureau 
of the B. F. Goodrich Rubber Com- 
panhy believes that “votes for wom- 
en” is the biggest single forward 
stride for highway building since the 
advdnt of the motor vehicle. It 
points out that highway bond issues 
carried by large majorities in most 
,of the States and that in the va- 
rious State campeignse women took 
active and aggressive parts.

Women. are vitally interested in 
measures such as centralized rural 
schools, healthful motorized recrea- 
tion in the open air and transporta- 
tion of foodetulfs to market, all of 
which are attainable only through 
adequate highway systems. Women 
may be counted on to heartily sup- 
port any move where the welfare of 
their community, their State or their 
country is in the balance.

At first the advocates 
for better highways were few and far 
between and were considered by 
their fejlowmen as fanatics and 
cranks. Since the advent of the 
automobile, good roads enthusiasts 
have multiplied more than during 
any other person in American his- 
tory. Unquestionably the next most 
powerful step was when women 
were given the right to vote for 
good roads.”

Urt- 
ten a strain is dominant for prolificness or 
for table purposes. In either case, the in- 
dividuality of fowls so bred is invariably 
the result of years of careful selection and 
breeding on the part of their owners. Only 
in such cases can g breeder be said to pos- 
sess a strain. 

In the light of another hatching and breed- 
ing season, when many will be 'n the market 
for stock, it is important that the sienifi- 
cance of “Strain” be really understood. 
There are those who advertise their stock 
under their own names as stra'ns. whose 
bhds by no stre'ch of the iImacination are 
entitled to the distinction. They differ ip 
no part'cular réspect from the vast num- 
bers of fow! of the same breed and variety, 
because there has been no selection and 
breedin’ for specific ends, either In outward 
appearances or in economic values. Mere 
porsession and “jret breeding” does not 
slen'fy a strain, though the birds may av- 
erage well as to quality. Neither does 
“Strain” iinpty a race of super bens and 
cocks—far from it. Even with the best. of 
strains under the most intelligent care, 
there will be variation in offspring, both 
in commercial values as well as in exhibt- 
tion points: but in-the main they will come 
true ‘n certain details of type and plumage 
coloration. As an evidence, witness the 
“Pinelet” strain of Rarred Rocks or the 
McConnell Strain of Black Minorcas. 

Strain has this significance in the hands 
of successful breeders: By proper mat'nz 
and observine certain blood lines and family 
characteristics, the owner can maintain a 
certain type of bird indefin'tely. Indeed, the 
owner of a real strain will maintain § its 
“lead” from year to vear, be it on the score 
of outward anpearances or in practical re- 
turns, var‘ations being merely « matter of 
degree. And uniess a certain family or 
group of fowls will really do this, their 
owner has no claim whatever to call them a 
stro'n, no matter what the prefix. We de 
prectate the use of the term under aay 
other considerations as misleading and not 
in keering with the facts of what really con- 
stitutes a strain.

A few hundred hens are all richt in 
their place, but when their product must 
supply a living for a family, the ur «a 
placed upon them is beyond their capacity 
to earn. A commercial egg farm calls for 
600 and 700 layers and up; to maintain 
this number calls for tbe rearing of 
double that number to maintain produc- 
tion; the surplus males will, of course, 
prove a source of some revenue, but this 
calls for labor and plenty of it. If one grows 
good breeding stock, some additional in- 
eome may also be expected In selling eegs 
for hatching, day-old chicks and breeding 
specimens. But hen fruit provides the 
basic Income on nearly all California 
poultry farms. Under present transitory 
economic conditions, which affect all lines 
of rural industry. it is not only hazardous 
but almost futile to give even tentative 
ertimates on receipts and disbursements. 
Prices for poultry products fluctuate and 
profits vary accordingly, hence causss beyond 
one’s control may catise failure one year, 
while the following year may give good 
returns.

Some succeed in extracting it, but 
there are others who seem to be devoid of 
a “pull” to get by. It's m the man; the 
hen usualiy attends to vusiness at the old 
stand, providea sne is handled properly. 


Health Seekers and Hens. 

In a country where all season is summer 
it is not at all surprising that health seekers 
and invalids are attracted to outdoor occu- 
paiions such as the poultry business. 

Indeed, fully one-half the people seeking 
information about the industry are looking 
for “light" employment, because more ofr 
less incapacitated for doing the world’s 
work. Practiced on a commercia] basis, 
poultry farming is anything but “light 
work;” but followed in a small way and 
as fancy it is not without its allurement 
for invalids. The one thing for such people 
to otserve is to keep the work within 
the limits of their strength and staying 
power. This calls for specializing in the 
business, such as catering to the market 
for good breeding and showroom specimens, 
or build'ng up a private trade for eggs and 
table fowl. Even this can hardly be con- 
sidered “light” work, and besides it is con- 
stant, including the Fourth of July and New 
Year's. An invalid whose physical short- 
comings are such as to disqualify him from 
doing his round of labors during the rainy 
season had better let it alone. People so 
constituted should engage in poultry farm- 
ing only to the limit of their powers to 
perform the work. As a reward, some part 
of their living expenses can be derived 
from a flock of hens so managed. In the 
meantime, the chances are that the out-

The Great American Bird. / 
As a wild bird, the turkey is found only in 
North America, though there is evidence to 
show that im former times its range may 
also have embraced some of the larger 
Weet Indian Islands. The first of the sub- 
species, or races, as they might more prop- 
erly be called, the North American turkey 
(Meleagris Americana.) is stil) to be found 
in various places throughout the woodland 
districts of the Northeastern United States, 
and, also, | believe, sparingly in Southern 
Ontario. This bird is characterized by its 
large size; rather long shanks, and the rich ° 
bronze hues of its plumage, which here and 
there assumes a reddish, or dark chestnut, 
tint, and with broad, dark bands on the tail 
feathe In no case is any pure white 
visible the plumage. In Florida, Louist- 
ana, Texas and so into Mexico, this variety 
merges into Meleagris Mexicana, which is 
almost as large a bird; but, on the whole, 
shorter on the leg, and with more black 
and less bronze in its plumage.

Colds and Liver Congestion.

Your birds have all the evidences of a 
common cold—the sure forerunner of roup 
and other serious ailments, if not checked. 
The usual cause ta draughty houses, leaky 
roofs, and exposure generally. Correct con- 
ditions, and give equal parts cayenne pep- 
per, ginger and mustard, mixed as stiffly as 
possible in lard, then worked in flour to 
make a stiff douzh; form into pellets about 
the size of a small hazelnut and give by 
opening the mouth and dropping down the 
throat. if one treatment does not cure, re 
peat by another dose in twenty-four hours. 

J. V., Santa Berbara. writes that her Les- 
horns show ruffied plumage, dark colored 
combs. and brownish, watery discharges.

WILL TEST NEW GRAINS. 

The field crop department of the Univer- 
sity Farm at Davis is to test a larger num- 1 
ber of new cereal varieties this season. 
The farm has recently received an exten- 
sive collection of new hybrid wheats and 
barieys from the Maple Grove Seed Breed- 
ing Farm in Saskatchewan, eleven wheat 
varieties from the Minnesota experiment 
stetion, sixteen new wheats from india, 
thirty-three wheats from the Washington 
State Experiment Station, six hybrid 
wheats from Western Australia, twenty 
wheats from Perth, Australia; thirteen 
wheate from the Longerenong Agriculture 
College, Dooen, Victoria, Australia, and 
numerous other lots of miscellaneous ce- 
real varieties from various State expert- 
ment stations.

DAM A MILE LONG WILL IMPOUND 


RESNO.—One of the most important 

developments in irrigation that has 

ever been undertaken in California ts 
the work started by the Madera irrigation 
district in Madera county. 

This work contemplates the storage of 
water of the San Joaquin River in an im- 
mense reservoir holding upward of 400,000 
acre feet of water. A dam 290 feet high 
and one mile wide is to be buili across the 
river at a point a half mile east of Friant, 
and about twenty-six miles north of tres- 
no and the same distance south of Ma- 
dera, the county seat of Madera county. 

The Madera dam will be one of the largest 
in the world. It is being designed by Quin- 
ton, Code and Hill of Los Angeles. It is 
to be @ gravity type dam and will impound 
all of the flood waters of the San Joaquin 
River for use in the late summer, when dl- 
rect diversion from the river does not fur- 
nish sufficient water for all the land in the 
district. Its cost will be about $5,000,000. 

The Madera district comprises 350,000 
acres of the best type o: San Joaquin Val-

BEFORE SIGNING IT. 


The following series of questions, put out 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, is designed to serve as a sort of 
“stop, look and listen” warning to farmers 
who have to do with lease contracts: 

“Is it so written that its meaning will be 
clear at any later time’ 

“Is it fair to both parties? 

“Does it give the tenant a reasonable op 
portunity to make a comfortable living and 
to get ahead? 

“Does it require proper and conservative 
care of the premises leased? 

“Are all desired reservations to the lease 
made? 

“Are the things stated which each party 
is to do and to contribute? 

Does it make clear the rights and privt- 
leges of each party? 

“Does it define the relationship between 
landiord and tenant and provide for the set 
tlement of differences of opinion? 

“Does it contain a statement of the pro- 
cedure to be followed when the relationship 
of landlord and tenant is to be terminated? 

“Does it contain the following essen- 
"tials to a legally complete lease: (1) The 
date it was made; (2) the names and the 
final signatures of the contracting parties; 
(3) the period for which the lease is to run; 
(4) a description of the property leased;

REDUCE PICKING PRICE. 

EL CENTRO.—The Imperial Valley 
Bankers’ Association and the Imperial Val- 
ley Growers’ Association have agreed that 
from now on the price for picking cotton 
will be reduced to 1% cents a pound for 
short and 4% for long staple. The associa- 
tion is in bad shape financially, because af 
the failure of some of the gins to collect 
the bale tax, which the growers promised 
to pay early in the season, to cet pickers, 
and the bankers who have loaned the asso- 
ciation funds, and the directors of the as 
sociation have decided that where the gins 
have not collected the bale tax legal means 
will be necessary to force them to pay. 
The drop in the price of cotton has made 
the cut in price for picking necessary.

~CARE AND ITS POSSIBILITIES.

LANT vegetables before the holidays 
and enjoy the fruits of foresight in 
March and April, when they taste best. 

Now is the time to plant globe artichokes, 
table beets, Brussels sprouts, cabbage seed 
and plants, cauliflower seeds and plants, car- 
rots, chicory plants, Swiss chard, egg plant 
seed (in hotbed.) endive, bush be 
strawberries, garlic, herbs, kale, kohl-rabi, 
leeks, lettuce, onion seed, onign sets, par- 
ships, peas, radishes, rhubarb, salsify, spin- 
ach and turnips. 

The seed bed in the garden is easiest 
prepared at this time of the year, when the 
rains have softened the soil. Furthermore, 
the ground under deciduous and put trees 
may be utilized for growing the leaf vege- 
tables, as they will be barren of leaves dur- 
ing the growth of the lettuce, beets, spin- 
ach, etc. Scatter poultry droppings or 
stable manure on the spot selected for the 
garden, spade or plow eight or ten inches 
deep and lay off level for irrigation before 
planting. 

There is a best time for the planting of 
all vegetables. During early December is 
an excellent time for planting onion seed. 
This seed seems to get an excellent start 
during this month. This taonth, too, is ideal 
for setting out cabbage plants, and starting 
a new bed from the seed. During Decem- 
ber, the home gardener should begin to pre- 
pare for his hotbeds and cold frames to get 
a good start in spring planting. Lay aside 
any old window frames or large pieces of 
glass, and consult the seed catalogues in 
deciding on varieties of seed, It pays to lay 
plans in advance. 

FIGHTING THE PESTS. 


At this time certain insects may attack 
your garden plants, and it is better to be 
prepared with a small hand sprayer to nip 
in the bud the activities of theese winged 
and crawling enemies. 

If the onion thrips, sometimes called the 
onion louse, trouble your young onion 
plants, spray with nfcotine sulphate. Slugs 
and snails are peculiarly active during this 
part of the year, crawling out from their 
hiding places in the weeds or tall grass or 
fence corners and attacking many plants. If 
you can keep a barricade of dugt a few 
inches across around your plants you have 
really nothing to fear from these soft- 
bodied pests, as they cannot readily nego- 
tiate the dust fence. Or get a ‘little quick- 
lime and sprinkle around the plants at- 
tacked,

'will soon make an end of the home cabbage 
patch if given his own way. Nicotine sul- 
phate is much used in the small garden. 
The arsenate will not cause any injurious 
effects when the cabbage is cooked if the 
outer leaves are removed. Sometimes the 
pea aphis attacks pea vines at this time. 
Control this pest as in the case of every 
other aphis, by either kerosene e-nulsion or 
nicotine sulphate, sprayed on in the early 
morning. Cutworms sometimes appear. 
These are troublesome pests. The best 
remedy for them is in setting out poisoned 
bait, consisting of six pounds of bran, three 
ounces of white arsenic, mixed thoroughly 
with six quarts of water, into which has 
been stirred half a gallon of cheap sorghum 
molasses. After this mash has stood for 
several hours, scatter it in lumps about the, 
size of marbles over the patch attacked. 
Irrigate the garden just about sunrise 
during the winter. You will find that this 
method helps the plants, inasmuch as the 
water is below the temperature of the night 
air, and irrigation thelps to minimize frost 
damage, if any. If a heavy frost has fallen 
during the night, sprinkle the foliage and 
stems of the plants, before the sun has 
chance to wilt them down. 
PLANTING BUSH BERRIES. 
In the rush of the holiday season, the 
Southern Californian is liable to forget that 
this is the opportune time to start his bush 
berries. There are several varieties of 
blackberries, loganberries and raspberries 
which “carry op” throughout the year in

THE DENTED CAN AND 
THE MEASURING STICK. 


The measuring stick used by many farm- 
ers who ship milk in determining the 
quantity in the cans, at times, leads to in- 
accurate results. This method of deter- 
mining the quantity of milk in “undented 
can” ig fairly accurate, but when the cans 
contain “dents” the use of the measuring 
stick may lead to a misunderstanding 
between the shipper and the dealer. 

Recently 1102 cans were tested by the use 
of the measuring stick and later the con- 
tents were Weighed. The measuring stick 
method totaled 6185 gallons, while the scales 
on which the milk was weighed gave the 
quantity as 6068 gallons. There was a dis 
crepancy of 1.88 per cent. This difference 
was considered to be due to the use of badly 
used cans. 


A new poison house, thirty by forty feet 
in floor dimensions, has been constructed 
by the county of Los Angeles, near the 
County Hospital, for use in rodent control 
work. A vault has been built in this house 
for storage of carbon bisulphide. All rodent 


poison will ill be mixed in the house hereafter.

enice Cove Ranch, owned by the Ham- 
mond Lumber Company, and managed by 
Grant K. Phillips. This ranch consists of 
ninety acres, lies sixteen miles north of 
Lindsay, and the trees are from 15 to 16 
years old. During 1918 the trees produced 
an average of one box to the trea This 
year the average will be eight to ten boxes, 
with the fruit 90 per cent fancy. 

This change was brought about through 
the use of fertilizer. Up until October, 
1918, the grove had received poor care, and 
no fertilizer. Then twenty-five tons of ma- 
nure to the acre ‘was spread broadcast up- 
on this grove, with the result of some in- 
crease of fruit that year. In the fall of 1919, 
the grove was subsoiled one way making 
the ditch large enough to hold fifteen tons 
of manure to the acre.. In the spring of 
1920 high-crade tankage was used, twenty 
pounds being used on the smaller trees and 
thirty pounds on the larger. The total fer- 
tilizer cost ran from $150 to $200 per acre, 
but at an avefage price for fruit the grove 
will pay $1200 per acre. Mr. Phillips states 


Ting March or April Mr. Phillips puts 
om the commercial fertilizer, and trrigates 
every three or four weeks, and only one 
way. This year he will put on twenty tons 
of manure to the acre and from thirty to 
forty pounds of commercial fertilizer to the 
tree next spring. He does not plow his or- 
chard, but vses a heavy disc and chisel- 
tooth cultivator, which works six or seven 
inches deep. 


Mr. Phillips prefers vetch or melilotus as 
a cover crop; believes in spraying and 
thinks it prevents splitting. As to the June 
drop, he believes this is due to starved 
trees. On the whole this grove has the ap 
pearance of perfect health, and is being 
propped to hold the fruit. Mr. Phillips 
further says we can raise oranges as 
abundantly here as in Southern California 
and that the prime need is fertilization.

SANTA BARBARA.—ta the effort to se 
cure Federal survey of the harbor at Santa 
Barbara as a preliminary toward the build- 
ing of a breakwater, Horticultural Commis- 
sioner Bugene Kellogg has gathered data 
showing the tonnage originating at Santa 
Barbara, which would naturally be sent to 
the markets of the world by water. 

He states that at the present time there 
are thousands of tons of barley and beans 
held in warehouses awaiting shipment, and 
the fact that railroad facilities are inade- 
quate has resulted in considerable loss to 
the farmers. There is now on foot 4a 
movement. he says, to improve the high- 
ways so that these crops may be moved by 
motor truck to the seaboard. His report 
says: 

“Dus to increased freight rates, which 
have recently come into effect, the ship- 
ment of many products of low value, such 
as low-grade minerals and road building 
material, ts largely prevented. 

“In 1918 Santa Barbara county produced 
500 tons of beans. In 1919 there were pro- 
duced 105 tons of sugar beets: 2590 tons of 
alfalfa hay, and 30.900 tons of grain hay. 
The 1920 barley crop is approximately 26,- 
000 tons. There are shipped annually from 
this county approximately 19,000 cattle. 
equalling in weight 5000 tons; 2564 tons of 
walntits, 250 tons of potatoes, 100 tons of 
olives, 5900 tons of lemons, 200 tons of ap- 
ples, and about 200 tons of miscellaneous 
fruits. 

“There are large deposits of chrome ore 
which have as yet been almost entirely un- 
developed on account of the low price re- 
ceived for this material and the excessive 
freizht rates make to move 
this ore at this time. There are also great 
deposits of oil-bearing shale, just beginning 
to be opened up. which undoubtedly will 
yield thousands of tons of of] that must be 
shipped either by rall or water. 

“There are large deposits of asphaltum 
of the bighest ecrade which was formerly 
shipped by water, both north and south of 
Santa Rarbara city, but the development of 
which is now practically at a standstill. 

“During four months 159.cars of oil, were 
shipped out of Gaviota. New territory is 
now being developed for oi! in various parts 
of the county. 

“The new Cuyama road recently opened 
200,000 acres of farming land, which will 
yield thousands of tons of agricultural prod- 
vets. Connected with the city of Santa 
Barbara by modern highways these prod- 
ucts can be profitably shipped by motor 
truck, thence by steamer to eastern ports.”

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‘teen dependent upon regular and frequent 
irrigation than are strawberries. The Mo- 
neta strawberry growers generally irrigate 
heavily once every three weeks during the 
growing season, except Curing the time of 
heavy rains in the winter. In the case of 
raspberries, however, the Southern Califor- 
nia grower will find that these must be irri- 
gated every week unless there is a rain. 
The culture of raspberries is attended with 
danger of failure, and the grower must un- 
derstand the plant thoroughly, in order to 
achieve success. It is better to grow black- 
berries and loganberries, when bush berries 
are being @onsidered. 


Now about varieties—the mammoth 
blackberry, especially the thorniess kind, 
will prove a good all-around bush berry. 
The Himalayan blackberry is a pretty plant, 
which does excellently as an ornamental 
shrub, and produces huge quantities of fine 
berries. The Phenomenal loganberries are 
an excellent variety. 

Remember that cultivation must be given 
these bush berries just after the ground 
has dried after each irrigation. Hoe light. 
ly around the plants, for the feeding roots 
are often shallow. Keep the water away 
from the plant as much as possible, placing 
soil around it to accomplish this. Place 
two uprights every ten or twelve feet, nail 
crosspieces on these, and run wires along, 
for the support of the berry branches when 
they are tall enough to require it, and the 
family will have enough berries from a half 
dozen bushes for the table several months 
in the year, and perhaps may have enough 
ty sell or can. 

PLANTING UNDER WAY. 

FULLERTON .—Grain planting is under 
way in Orange county, with evidences of 2 
productive season ahead to encourage the 
planters. There will be a 25 per cent de- 
crease in the barley acreage planted this 
year, according to figures in the office of 
James Sleeper, County Assessor. There 
will, however, be a larger acreage of wheat 
sown than usual, and this will keep the to- 
tal grain acreage about even. Special va- 
rieties of both wheat and barley, devel- 
oped at the State University and supplied 
through the farm adviser, will be tried out 


by the grain men this year. 


ounce flat spice can, paraffined, and with a 
small hole im one side. Paraffined paper 
sacks and cups have also “been used. 

With the paper sack there is danger of a 
break in rainy weather and gumosis will oc 
cur wherever the poison syrup reaches the 
tree. In both the paper bag and the cup 
evaporation is greater and thus requires ex- 
tra care in keeping the containers filled. 
Another objection to the paper cup is the 
danger of rain getting in, thus tending to 
sour or mildew the syrup. The use of 
either the paper sack or the paraffined 
drinking cup is not recommended. 

About one ounce of the syrup is placed in 
the can. Then a few strands of excelsior 
are put in and the can is hung on a nail 
driven into the north side of the tree. The 
syrup should be prepared by a competent 
druggist and made from the best of ma- 
terials and strictly according to govern- 
ment formula. The success of the eradica- 
tion depends upon consistent careful atten- 
tion to the condition of the syrup. Coop 
erative work over the entire infested area 
is strongly recommended. It is wéll to bire 
one man and make him responsible for the 


disqrict, thus insuring careful attention to 
all orchards. Such methods at Upland have

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FARMERS SAY ABOUT TRACTORS, 


BY MARVIN 


HY is it that Seuthern California 
W farmers use more mechanical power 

per acre than farmers in any other 
region? ‘That they do is unquestioned, 
since Prof. lL. J. Fletcher, head of the agri- 
cultural engineering department of the 
University of California, has finished an ex- 
haustive survey of the tractor and improved 
machine field and found that more than 
600,000 motor horsepower is now used on 
farms of the State. 

Unquestionably one of the main reasons 
why the farmers of this section work more 
tractors per acre than any others is de 
cause of their ability to use the tractor al- 
most every day in the year. In the East 
and Middle West, rain, snow and ice pre- 
clude the possibility of uaing these ma- 
chines more than 100 days in the year, 
fifty-seven days, in fact, being the average 
time the tractor is used per year in these 
regions. In Southern California, the aver- 
age number of days per year the tractor is 
used is 180. 

But the more than 11,000 farmers of the 
State who use tractors have still other rea- 
sons why they cling to machine power in- 
stead of returning to animal power. What 
are they? 

The writer, in his trips avout the south- 
erm and central parts of the State, has op- 
portunity to come into actual contact both 
with farmers who are thoroughly “sold” on 
tractors, and farmers of the class who be- 
Neve that investment in tractors and im- 
proved farm machines and tools is unwise. 
There is another large class who do not use

tractors, not because they do not believe 
they tend to raisé more and better crops in 
a better way, but because they are in no 
financia) position to buy the machines. 

SIX OPINIONS. 


The real reasons why some farmers use 
tractors are sometimes a revelation, even to 
the versatile tractor salesman. The man 
who uses a machine day in and day out 
learns the truth about tractors, and can tell 
you in a few seconds just why he continues 
their use. For the purpose of getting ma- 
terial for use in this article, six farmers who 
have become strong advocates of machine 
power for most farm work were asked why 
they used tractors instead of horses. These 
six farmers were engaged in diverse farm 
work. 

The reasons given by the six may be 
summed up under four general heads as 
follows: (1) Economical farming, (2) ease 
and comfort, (3) farm home betterment, 
‘¢4) moral effect of tractor.

He says that as 
soon as the hot Imperial Valley summer 
commences the farm hands who vowed to 
stay with him all year through thick and 
thin temperature vanish away between days 
for the cool coast country and leave him to 
cultivate his cotton and corn as best he 
may. It is then the tractor comes in as a 
blessing. Another point brought out by Mr. 
Biggs is that the heat of summer is hard on 
horses, and that many of them die when 
worked in high temperatures, but that the 
warmer the tractor gets the better ft seems 
to work. 


Walter W. Sechrist grows vegetables near 
Carisbad, San Diego county. He says that 
the greatest enemy to the early vegetable 
business is Insect and disease ravages. He 
says that the use of a tractor decreases 
damage by insects and disease because 
plants, like humans, are more susceptible 
to disease when they are in a weakened 
condition, and vegetables, germinated from 
poor seed stock in a poorly prepared seed 
bed, are more liable to disease and to suc- 
cumb tq pest attacks than those grown in 
a tractor-made seed bed. Also he is en- 
abled to turn under completely all trash at 
the end of the year. thus burying traces of 
pest and disease. He pulled a large power 
sprayer wp the hill with great ease with a 
tractor after he had found & almost tm- 
possible with horses. 

“I find the tractor cuts out farm drude- 
ery.” says B. R. Koopman of Goleta, Santa 
Barbara county. “Care of the horses is one 
of the meanest and most laborious tasks in 
farm work. Chores the farmer always has 
with him. But with my tractor, when I 
shut off the power, that is all there is to it: 
1 go into the house and am ready for relax- 
ation and social duties. In the morning five 
minutes of warming hp gets the tractor co- 
ing again. It is true that the machine 
sometimes gets out of ‘whack,’ but I find it

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MECHANICAL GENIUS \ 
PASSES TO HIS REST. 


Benjamin F. Holt of Stockton, Cal., whose 
reputation as an inventor of laboreaving 
machines became international in character 


when tanks, using his Caterpillar track 
principal actually turned the side in one of 
the World War's great battles and had much 
to do with Allied success, died at his home 
on December 5. His death wag the result 
of an illness dating from Thanksgiving Day. 
He was president of the Holt Manufactur- 
ing Company, which was established in 
1892 at Stockton. He leaves four sons and 
one daughter, besides two nephews, to 
earry on his great work of developing farm 
power machinery. 

Benjamin Holt was born in Loudon, Mer 
rimac county, New Hampshire, January 1, 
1849. In 1868, with three brothers, he began 
the manufacture of wagon spokes and hubs. 
In 1871 he, with two brothers, joined a firm 
established earlier by Charles Holt in San 
Francisco, wholesaling hardwood and 
wagon wheels, forming the Holt Brothers

Company. In 1883 Benjamin Holt and 
Charlies Holt formed the Stockton Wheel 
Company, incorporating under the name of 
the Holt Manufacturing Company in 1892. 
Two years following Mr, Holt married Anna 
Brown. 

He developed the combined harvester 
from the first crude models and invented the 
self-propelled harvester, and built steam 
tractors for logging work. When it was 
found that steam tractors built with wheels 
totalling eighteen feet in width could not 
overcome extreme soft land conditions, Ben- 
jamin Holt evolved the Caterpillar track to 
secure greater ground contact, and this was 
immediately successful. Later he applied 
this track to gasoline tractors. The first 
big contract received was for twenty-eizht 
big Caterpillars to haul supplies over the 
Mojave Desert for the Los Angeles aque- 
duct. Now thousands of Caterpillars are in 
use all over the world. 

Nearly 10,000 Caterpillar type tanks were 
used by the Allies during the World Waf. 
Tractors and tank “offsprings” are consid 
ered by historians as an invaluable factor in 
Allied success. 

Mr. Holt devoted a large part of his time 
up until his last illness in inventing im- 
provements to farm machinery. He was 
extremely modest, avoided public honor, 
and was loyal ta, friends of his early strug- 
ging days. He was always deeply con- 
cerned in the welfare of his employees. 
The Holts who are now directors and offi- 
cers of the Holt Company are his nephews, 
and two sons who are working their way 
up in the business. Two sons are still in 
college.

It will be necessary to resort to municipal or community 
action if we resolve to keep our city in @ecent trim. ‘If 
the city would buy mowers, use them wisely and eco- 
nomically, they could then assess the actual cost of 
keeping the lets in proper condition against their vart. 
ous owners. One large land company owning several 
tracts in the southwest part of the city has kept its 
properties clean and attractive in this way. The cost 
of mailing the thousands of notices to lot owners order- 
ing them to clean up their property might better be ap- 
plied on municipal mowing. At present these notices 
are sent. as the rain falls, on the just and unjust alike, 
the man who gardens his vacant lot receiving them as 
early and often as the sluggard. »

Beside the Ravi, that brings down pure 
snow water from the Himal’yas, he set up 
palaces and architectural monuments of 
elegance and beauty—as only he knew how 
to build, enclosing them within a moat and 


of wonder from all who see it-—as now 
there js nothing in any other part of India 
it. 


Instead of solid stone blocks, each linked 
the other by iron rings, like the wali at 
Agra fért, this is built of small sun dried 
bricks, about an inch thick and the size of 
@ post card, and then covered with a thin 
coating’ Of chunam, an extraordinaty ce- 
ment made from powdered shell and lime, 
laboriously rubbed and polished by hand, 
over and over again, with a substance re- 
sembling yellow beeswax, until it was 
smooth as marble and as hard as adamant. 
Chunam was used in India long before the 
Mogul period, as it is today, but the manu- 
facture of this peculiarly thin, indestruc- 
tible kind was 4 secret known only to a few 
fn Akbar’s time—and Ike many another in 
India, now classed among the lost arts. 

Akbar’s pelace at Labore ic an enlarged 
and ratber more perfected model of all his 
others, but without the passages and secret 
observation holes Im the thickness of the 
walle, and the ceiling galleries where he 
could stand unobserved, seeing and hearing 
all. Here, when he had reached middie 
life, is more evidence of his fondness for 
perfymes in the dry fountain jets that used 
to spray scented water into a marble basin 
in his outer sleeping chamber, where he 
slept on a conventional couch, instead of 
the stone bed, as at Fatehpur Sikri. 


And again, of his passion for all mechani- 
cal contrivances of a complicated and se- 
cret nature, In the eraumbling remains of a 
curious looking bathing tank-—that few if 
any would syspect of being a “mysterious 
cistern,” one of the many secrets kept be- 
tween the Emperor and his clever phys 
clan, Hakim Ali, who experimented with 
the idea at Patehpur Sikri, and only ac- 
ceeded in perfecting t at Lahore. 

The plan of fantastic device was con- 
cealed In a riddle, which still exists in the 
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Mogul archives at Lahore. While voluml- 
nous with oriental imagery, Mumamed La- 
tif the historian—who appears to have de 
ciphered it, describes it briefly, when he 
says: 

“The bottom of the cistern was reached 
by a staircase connecting with a passage, 
which led to a room six yards square, ca- 
pable of holding a dozen persons. The 
passage was so contrived that access to 
the chamber. was obtained withbut the wa- 
ter flowing Into it. When the Emperor 
plunged into it, and reached the bottom, 
he passed a room lighted mp and _fur- 
nished with cushions, his books and break- 
fast, of which he partook.” 

In other words, when His Majesty wished 
to detach himself from affairs of state, 
and more particularly from the prying 
curiosity of his women folk, he stepped in- 
to iis bath, and disappeared, to their 
wonderment, as they thought it some kind 
of magic, and so avoided the spot—which 
was precisély what he intended. 

There are Shish Mahais (Halls of Mir- 
rors) in nearly evéry old Mtive palace in 
India, but tiie one at Lahore is exception- 
ally fine. Every, inch of the walle and 
cellinga, are faced with sparkling mosaics 
of small convex mirrors of all colors, merg-

cate patterns set in white chunam in such 
@ manner as to gleam with its own radi- 
ance in 40tal darkness; by artificial light it 
presents a brilliantly gorgeous spectaciec. 
An exquisite pierced screen of white mar 
ble at one end admits the soft breeze 
with a soun@ like a faint sh.ddering sigh. 

Long after the: great Moguls had passed 
to their gewards and punishments, a mem- 
orable sc@ne was enacted tn front of the 
marble screen, on a hot summer's day, 
after the Punjab was annexed by the Brit- 
ish, when a distinguished body of Sikhs 
met the Board of Admipistration and for- 
mally made over the Koh-i-nor dlamond to 
the crown.

But no—the entire 
profession is baffled, and the ‘flu,’ the grippe, 
the pink-eye. and other forms of catarrhal 
epidemics will come and go, without their 
causes being understood.”

There are, however, 
simple metbods of aiding nature in her 
task. Among these are diet, fasting, active 
and passive exercise, hydrotherapy, adjust- 
ment of the spine, deep breathing, sun and 
air baths, rest, sleep and mental suggestion. 

ft has been proved conclusively that in a 
hospital established to treat patients in a 
rational manner without drugs or objection- 
able foods—or any food at all, while sert- 
ously sick, except, perhaps,.a little fruit 
juice—the results are astonishingly favor- 
able. 

The nature treatment rests on the follow- 
ing foundation facts: " 

Disease is practically restricted to man 
and his domestic animals. Free animals 
live on natural food and natural drink. 

A diet full of dead material forces the 
body to great exertion, in order to extract 
the few living parth les. 

Waste matter, the product of superfluous * 
food, is the cause of most bodily incum- 
brance and impeded bodily functions. 

. As soon as the bodily functions cannot go 
_@n any longer under the daily increasing 
burden of waste matter, the process of life 
would come to a standstill, and death would 


follow. if nature did not start a process of . 


removing the waste matter. This process 
of “burning off rubbish.” in order to erable 
the body to go on with the work of life, 
is called disease. 

There i« only one disease. The different 
symptoms of it are consequence of the vart- 
able actions of the different organs used for 
eliminating waste matter, and of the poisons 
produced by different little parasites (scav. 
engers) accompanying some of these purt- 
fying processes. Disease is a beneficial 
process, and should never be suppressed, 
but shoufd be helped and assisted to effec- 
tively do its work, namely, the restoration 
of the body.

S 1 HAVE heretofore said, the Wasser- 
man test for syphilis is utterly unrelli- 
able. If you send a drop of the same blood 
to half a dozen test shops, three of the 
answers may read “negative,” and three 
“positive.” Also, an acid condition of the 
blood will often, give a positive result. Yet, 
on this misleading test the happiness or 
misery of men and women is made to de- 
pend, and harmful medical treatent follows. 
John B. Fraser, M.D., writes as follows to 

a Chicago paper: 

“From the letters [ get I am_ satisfied that 
the germ theory is on the downgrade and 
in time will be laid on the shelf along with 
many other medical beliefs. If so the result 
will be a benefit to the public. 

“At present. here in Ontario, there is a 
strong effort beine made to stamp out 
gonorrhea, syphilis and allied diseases, and 
Iam in sympathy with that work: but when 
men and women are branded publicly as 
syphilitics simiply because they reacted to 
the Wasserman test, claim that they should 
be protected by every sane-minded person, 
for the reason that the Wasserman reaction 
is not a true test of the disease and unless 
clinical symptoms are evident no man or 
woman should be charged with having the 
disease. 

“I acknowledge at once that. large num- 
bers of physicians have implicit feith in 
that test. holding that it is almost infallible: 
but the cold fact is that the Wasserman test 
is on a par with the oulja board and the re- 
sult of the one as uncertain as the other: 
for it is a well-known fact that past history 
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shows serum diagnosis has been tried « 
number of times and in each instance has 
failed to stand the test of time. 

“I have entered a strong protest against 
accepting the Wasserman test as a proof of 
syphilis and believe that time will prove its 
falsity. In the meantime men and women 
are cruelly and unjustly branded as a 
menace to the public.”

Now it may be bad taste to give the fu- 
turists a pedigree, or to suggest that they 
had ancestors, or that the mining propenst!- 
ties of the ancestors could influence their 
art, which no doubt they consider a very 
dificult thing from digging imte the rock 
with a plebeian pickax. 

However, a word to the wise is sufficient. 
Gaze upon the filustrations on this page, 
and forget if you can the “dips, angles and 
spurs” of a former generation. 

Today—at least In social and artistic cir 
cles, “the vein of gold” is not gone after 
with a pickax, but it is gone after just the 
game. It lies beneath the surface of prac- 
tically every endeavor. Of course this is 
a phase of the subject which you must veil 
very tactfully in discussing art. In spite 
of their modernistic tendencies, artists still 
cling rather pathetically to their antique 
tradition—scorn of gold. 


Artists Not Sordidly Commercial;

UT just try to buy some of thelr 
turistic illustrations, and you will 
how threadbare the tradition is.

I know this 
te be a fact from personal experi. 
ence. For the past seventeen years 
I have taken on the character of this kind- 
ly old gentleman to whom the kiddies love 
to write letters telling him ta their halting 
childish scrawis the things their tittle 
hearts most crave at Christmas time. To 
be the confidant of thousands of children 
at this happy season is an experience that 
is worth almost any sacrifice. For with all 
the labor—and there is labor to this appar 
ently soft sinecure—the trusting smiles and 
the beaming happiness that wreaths the 
faces of these little tot« when they catch 
their first sight of Old Santa is worth all 
the physical effort and nervous energy ia- 
volved in playing the part. 

I, who have taken this dificult part for 
80 Many years, am. { believe, qualified to 
speak. I believe that it has given me an 
insight into the hearts of little children 
that no other experience could have af- 
forded. I first assumed the role in 1903 at 
San Francisco. I shall never forget the 
first morning when, ar I emerged from the 
mouth of @ great yawning cave. I was 
greeted by a storm of cheers by the 500 
children gathered to welcome the coming 
of Santa Claus. For a full minute | stood 


spellbound. I was actually dazed. Soon, 


however, I collected my scattered wits and 
made a short speech to the assembled chil 
dren, telling them that Santa Claus loved 
them all and that he was prepared to see to 
it that when Christmas morning dawned they 
should be made happy by receiving the gifts 
their little hearts most craved. I then 
passed out candy and nuts to all and crad- 
ually the bulk of the children drifted away, 
attracted by the myriad bright colored ar 
ticles that were on display on the counters 
of the store by which I was employed. 

After most of the children had left I 
took it upon myself to talk to the remain- 
ing kiddies and try and draw from each one 
just what was wanted for Christmas. I 
can assure my readers that the children 
were in no wige at a loss as to what they 
wanted. They gave me lists of articles that 
to purchase would bankrupt the banking 
house of Morgan. I want to say right here 
that I learned a lot about children in that 
first Interview and my store of knowledge 
has been increasing year by year. 

I soon saw that if I was to make a suc 
cess of the role of Santa Claus that I would 
have to devote a great deal of time to the 
study of the character of the children with 
whom I came into contact. Patience and 
hard work finally rewarded my efforts and I 
soon became in a measure master of the 
situation which the fole placed me in. JI 
soon discovered that children are as a rule 
timid at first, but they are quick to per 
celve by your voice and manner whether 


you are a real friend of childrens or not. Of 


course there were differences in children 
just as markedly as In grown people. Some 
of them are hard to understand and they 
are slow to make up with even Old Santa, 
but onee a ehild senses the fact that you 
are disposed kindly towards all children 
they at once become friendly and 

tial. Occasionally I would observe a little 
girl standing somewhat aloof from thé rest 
of the children. I could see that she was 
fairly bursting with interest and curiosity, 
but her natural timidity kept her from 
coming close to me. To such a child I 


would occasionally wave a hand and cast* 


a smile of encouragement. She would at 
first wave back with a shy smile, but after 
a while I would pick up a big beautiful doll 
and invite her to come up and hold it in 
her arms. That ustally won her conii- 
dence and we became fast friends. Once 
this little shy one surrendered to my bilan- 
dishments ft was usually all her mother 
could do to get her to leave. 

My longest experience in the role of 
Santa Claus has been at a Los Angeles 
store where I have appeared about a month 
before Christmas for the past twelve years. 
Each year L have a different point of head- 
quarters, which is announced in advance by 
the store. When the point fs finally an- 
nounced little ones gather from all over the 
city and surrounding towns to see Santa. 
Each year I am privileged to be the bearer 
of glad tidings and much joy to the little 
ones of our dear Southland. I cannot de 
scribe to you the feeling of satisfaction 
which I get when I see the happy smiles 
that beam from the faces of the children as 
Old Santa hands out to them the coveted 
bags of candy or nuts or whatever it is that

I have often made 
suggestions that apparently just fitted Into 
the child’s thought and then there would be 
a clapping of bands and a jumping up and 
down, one of the most definite expressions 
of a child's pleasure thet can be found. 

Now in taking the part of Santa Claus 
one must be very careful and treat all the 
children the same.

If there ts one person on the face of the 
earth I would ike to completely eliminate 
from this mundane sphere it is the indi- 
vidual who lets his own sourness of heart 
intrude on a child’s pleasure in the belief 
in Santa Claus. I recal] one very distaste- 
ful experience. A little girl had come to 
me and was sitting on my lap telling me 
her wants when her mother arrived and 
tompletely spoiled the child's day by te'- 
the her shat I was only a man dressed. 
that the whiskers and hair were false, ané 
‘hat there was no such person as Santa 
Claus. The child was stunned, but before 
she left came running up to me and as 
sured me that she loved me just the same. 
Each year gat child comes to see me. She 
is now quite a young lady and never fails 
to tell me how her mother spoiled that day 
for her. 

There is another type of mother that 
should be suppressed. She seems to take 
delight in telling her children that if they 
are not good that Santa Claus will come 
and get them. This is wrong, cruelly 
wrong. It tends to make the children timid. 
I usually succeed in convincing the little 
one that I will not hurt them. Often I have 
heard them turn to their mothers and say: 
“See mother, be didn't bite me, he likes 
me.” Then to me, “Don't you Sinta’” 

On one occasion while I was talking to a 
little girl her smal] brother came up and 
said: “Santa, why don't you ever take a 
shave?” He then grabbed my false whis 
kers and yanked them from my face. For- 
tunately there were but a few children 
about at the time. At another time a little 
girl was telling me what she wanted for 
Christmas when her mother come up to 
me. The child cried out to her: “Mother 
1 am going to kiss Old Santa and I want 
you to kiss him too. I know papa won't 
care “cause Santa is an old man.” 

One little boy insisted that I bring him a 
new mother. Next year he came again and 
stood about until ali the children had left 
then he came up and said, “Santa, last year 
1 asked you for a new mother. I got her, 
but she is the meanest crankiest old mother 
a boy ever had.” I told him I was awfully 
sorry. Then he sald: “Say, Santa, listen, 
can’t you come some night when she’s 
asleep and take her away and bring me a 
new one?” I told the little chap I would 
see what I could do. Before Christmas 
came the little lad came running to me one 
day saying, “Thank you so much Santa, you 
done it alright, my new mother is awful 
good to me now.” It seems that the 
woman, by some act of Providence had suf- 
fered a change of heart towards the child 
and he in his childish faith attributed 
it to Santa Claus. 

Often a child will come up 
as if his little heart would break imploring 
me to bring his mother vack to him. 
course tell the child that I cannot do this, 
but I usually assure him that 
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then say, “Won't that be great.” He tsual- 
ly smiles happily and goes away contented. 

Once a little girl came to me and whis- 
pered very confidentially that she wanted 


me to bring her a baby brother. Next year 
she eame back. and rushing up said: 
“Santa, I am mad at you. I asked for « 


-baby brother and you sent me an old baby 


sister. Now don't make a mistake this 
year, | want a baby sister.” 


During the war two ttle chaps, total 
strangers to each other, came to me at the 
same time. I had them on my knees ask- 
ing what they would for Christmas. 
One wanted a soldier, 
The other wanted a big, big, gun. Asked 
what he wanted the gun 
want to kill the Kaiser.” 


One of the most interesting things about 
the playing of Santa Claus’ is to watch the 
expression. of pure delight that appears on 
the face of a child who happens to enter 
the store and not knowing that Santa is 
there comes on him suddenly. The little 
face changes like magic. First it is sur- 
prise. Then smiles and then a wild rush to 
greet Santa. They want to know all about 
you. How you got here, when you came, 
how long you are going to stay. I had @ 
very amusing experience with one little 
boy who came to see me. I told him of all 
the bad things he had done and explained 
that Santa was not very likely to give boys 
presents unless they tried to be good. He 
turned to his mother with a most surprised 
look on his face and said: “Mother, ain’t 
that funny how Santa Claus knows every- 
thing.” This same little fellow came to see 
me for several years. Once I asked him if 
he ever saw Santa at Christmas. He re. 
plied: “I know him, he fs too fresh. He 
knows too much about my business.” Then 
he looked at me in the most quizzical way 
and sald: “Do you know papa’? He idoks 
just like you from the nose up.” This lit- 
tle chap is growing wiser and Santa will 
not mean much to him soon. 

One time when I was playing Santa Claus 
in Oakland I was asked by the firm to stand 
on a corner and distribute cards telling 
where Santa was to be that Christmas. We 
did not know that this was against a ¢ity or- 
dinance and I was placed under arrest. This 
was one of the most embarrassing of my 
experiences. The next morning the papers 
carried a big headline “Santa Claus is 
Marched to Jail.” 

Christmas is a time of sorrow as well as 
of joy. Many a poor mother has come to 
me and told me that she was absolutely un- 
able to provide even the simplest presents 
for her children. I was usually able to 
make up a package of toys and candy for 


her to help make the Christmas Day a hag 
py one for her little tots, 

The great attraction to me of the profes 
sion is that | Jove children and they seem 
to take to me readily. It is to me the 
greatest pleasure and satisfaction to be 
able to make a lot of kiddies happy on 
Christmas. Unless you have experienced 
the joys that making children happy gfves, 
you cannot understand my feelings fully. { 
am so thoroughly interested In my work 
that I really come to believe thatI am «& 
real Santa Claus and I cannot imagine any 
other occupation that affords so mech real

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WHEN KINGS RODE TO LAHORE. 
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Jahangir’s mausoleum, built by his Em- 
press, Nurjahan, and later redecorated by 
Shah Jahan, is probably the most mag- 
nificent tomb in iIndia—after the Ta) 
—and in ite day one of surpassing beauty 
of tine and ornamentation, worthy the son 
of the great Akbar. It stands in the spa- 
clous gardens of Shadara. Two gateways, 
opposite one another, give some idea of its 
vast proportions as a whole. These give 
access to a caravanseri five hundred paces 
square, lined with celle for the accommo- 
dation of travelers and religious mendi- 
cants, visiting the spot. Beyond is a still 
larger court, with marble water runway? 
and innumerable fountain jets, surrounded 
by an open arched corridor profusely deco- 
rated with marble, porcelain tiles and 
kashi. 

At the four corners stately minarets rise 
to a height of ninety feet, capped with 
white marble cupolas exquisitely sculp- 
tured and inlaid—it would seem solely, for 
indifferent pigeons and hawk moths—cer-

field glasses, or by tolling dizzily up the 
spiral staircase. And alas! any thing like 
photographing here is heartbreaking, as ex- 
cept for general outline, and choice bits 
bere and there, the indescribable beauty ‘of 
the painstaking detail is out of camera 
range.

only one left of three others—on the half 
ruined and forgotten Chaubuerj is an ex- 
‘ ception. Overtopping a crumbling wall, it 
stands proudly erect, glittering with mo- 
saic rosettes, Vividly colored insects, birds 
and butterflies hover over no less brilliant 
blossome—without doubt some of the best 
work of the selfish old kashi artist. 

Ten years ago a curious happening went 
to prove that the Chauburg served a pur- 
pose other than that of embellishing the 
entrance to the garden of Princess Zeb-un- 
Nisa—the learned daughter of Aurungzeb— 
and was bullt more than a century before 
their day. She describes it in a couplet 
composed by herself, inscribed over the 
arch, as: “a garden so beautiful that the 
poppy ts marked with the spot of envy,” 
(the latter an allusion to its dark center.) 

A commissariat elephant was being em- 
ployed to clear away rubbish and fallen 
masonry close to the tower, when it sud- 
denly sank into a subterranean cavern. The 
mahout, when questioned, declared it led to 
a tunnel: stili nothing was thought of it at 
the time. 

Now, secret passages leading to the 
harems and summer houses in secluded 
gardens were, in the old days of constant 
war, very nécessary and every old eastern 
palace is provided with them. Thev served 
many purposes. In case of sudden attack 
by an enemy the monarch first took refuge 
in the harem, then if forced to fly for his 
life he @id so by the hidden route—usual 
ly stopping on the way to gather up his 
treasure, leaving his women to shift for 
themselves—they could be easily replaced 
—not so his wealth. 

The persistent legends, always cropping 
up at Lahore apropos of underground exits 
from the palace In the walled fort to the 
gardens and tombs of the Mogul kings 
outside its a led the authorities to 
take the mater seriously. Investigation of 
the Chauburg cave-in first revealed num- 
ber of cfumbling skeletons, corroded 
weapons, armor and coins—thbe latter bear- 
ing Mogul datés inscriptions—and 
finally a clear passage continuing for over 
three miles to the Shadara gardens, where 
Jahangir and Nurmaha) had a summer pal 
ace.

But, from that day to this, the beau- 
tiful Jama Musjid at Lahore, with its lofty 
arches of marble lace-work and three swel- 
ling domes—modeled after the Taj Maha) 
at Agra-—casts the sinister shadow of 
Dara’s death over the, worshipers. For a 
hundred years after there were those who 
would never use it as a house of prayer. 

The mausoleum of Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh is one of the sights of Lahore, as 
bringing interesting history down to the 
beginning of our own century. It stands 
backed to the wall of the fort, near “Ak 
bar's gate” and is a tabulously expensive 
edifice, with an enormous marble dome sur. 
rounded by open-work carving, etched and 
fluted into the resemblance of a lace-paper 
frill! around a monstrous frosted wedding 
cake. 


He was the last monarch of the Punjab-- 
and that is saying a great deal—a smali, 
wizened, greedy little man, pitted with 
smallpox, and With only one eye. It is said 
of him that, being ugly, he resolved to be 
terrible—but that be should have been 
called “The Lion” seems unfair to the 
noblest of beasts. 

Though possessed of enormous wealth in 
jewels his most cherisned possession was 
the Koh-i-nor diamond, -which he wore 
night and day to the hour of his death, se:

After his death he was long re- 
membered by his heire—not for his vir 
tnes—but for the bequest of his hareii.

His ashes repose in the heart of a marble 
lotus flower—designed by himself—under 
the great dome. Surrounding it are four 
smaller totus flowers surmounted with 
crowns, representing his four queens, who 
immolated themselves on his funeral pyre— 
including the one who made the fatal mis- 
take of presenting him with “twins,” one 
of which was the son of a washerman, and 
the other of a carpenter. At a respectful 
distance from the lotus group several plain;
